Washington, April .!1-The 
congressional drive to prune 
President Kennedy’s massive 
spending program is achiev- 
ing some encouraging results 
—and some powerful support. 

Sensing the temper of Con- 
gress, Mr. Kennedy himself 
trimmed $400,000 million from 
the amount he had planned to 
request for foreign aid. 

His special message to Con- 
gress sought $4.5  billion— 
which compares with $3.9 bil- 
lion approved for the current 
fiscal year. An additonial cut 
will be sought. 

Powerful support for the bi- 
partisan economy effort came 
from former President Eisen- 
hower and from Senator Byrd 
(D-Va.), chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Mr. Eisenhower urged Con- 
gress to lop more than $13 
billion from the $107.9 billion 
of new spending authority 
sought by Mr. Kennedy. 

Economy advocates believe 
such action would reduce ac- 
tual spending in 1964 by at 
least $4.5 billion. 

This would mean holding 
1964 spending to the 1963 level 
—which the economy advo- 
cates regard as a _ rather 
“lush” level and having no re- 


semblance whatever to aus- 
terity. 

Pointing out that Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s $107.9 billion request 
was $27 billion higher than 
the last Eisenhower budget 
(submitted to Congress in 
January, 1961), the former 
President asserted that “major 
surgery” is essential. 

“If this $27 billion increase 
were cut in half,” he said, 
“we would still have the fast- 
est growing budget we have 
ever had in peacetime.” 

Of particular interest were 
his views on defense spend- 
ing—a subject on which he 
is a world-recognized author- 
ity. He said: ; 

“Take Defense—up $10 bil- 
lion in two years. In my view, 
it is almost incredible to say 
this program cannot be safely 
pared. The Defense budget I 
left behind provided amply 
for our security. Even allow- 
ing for costly developments 
since then, I have no doubt 
that the enormous Defense 
sums can well stand a judi- 
cious and sizeable pruning.” 

Senator Byrd—another rec- 
ognized authority on govern- 
ment spending—also urged 
Congress, in order to protect 
the nation’s fiscal solvency, to

EARLY APRIL SEEMS TO BE BEST TIME 
FOR COTTON PLANTING IN COUNTY 


VISALIA, Apr. 11 — Several 
factors are important to the cot- 
ton grower in determining when 
it is time to plant, according to 
University of California Farm Ad- 
visor Alan George. 

Factors most important in ob- 
taining a good stand of cotton and 
maximum yield are: soil temper- 
ature, weather outlook, and date 
of planting. 

During the early part of the 
season, soil temperature should 
be the main guide in determining 
when to plant cotton rather than 
the calendar, George suggested. 
The recommended minimum plant- 
ing temperature is when the soil 
reaches 58° F. at an eight-inch 
depth at 8:00 a.m. for at least 
three consecutive days with an 
outlook for favorable weather. 

Planting dates don’t become im- 
portant until about the 20th of 
April. A three-year study, con-

terville area, showed yield started 
to drop about a .1 to .2 of a bale 
per acre in late April compared 
to early April planting.
